According to Bill Rhodes, thea- 


ter manager, the Dixon theater's 
installation will be a "full-sized" 
one because the size of the building 
makes It possible. 


According to Bill, Cinemascope 


is a multiple process. It consists 
of an anamorphlc lens, a curved 
•creen specially designed to re- 
flect greater light, and stereo- 
phonic sound. The lens make* it 
possible for a 85-mrn. camera to 
"reach out" to each tide a» the 
eye does and compress a wide 
angle scene on a narrow strip of 
film. When this film is projected 
through a compensating lens at- 
tached to the theater projection 
• machine It spreads the image 
horieontally to its original or to 
an aspect ration of 2.55 to 1. The 
•creen is so proportioned and 
covers the entire proscenium. 
Bill claims that- sou* theaters 


have had to trim their screen ra- 
tio but that the Dixon theater in 
stallation will be the full width.

movie that is receiving "rave" no- 
tices. 


Since there are presently only 


seven films available for Cinema- 
Scope showing, the schedule here 
is fore one a week, in all probabi- 
lity, until a backlog of films be- 
comes substantial enough to assure 
steady billing.• * *

Dealer Warns U.S. Meddling 
May Send Coffee Price Higher 


Trading May 
Shifts Probe 
Group Told 


Restrictions Would 
Divert Shipments to 
Other World Marts 
WASHINGTON <#) — A 


New York coffee dealer told 
senators today that govern- 
ment regulation of 
coffee 


trading might cut down sup- 
plies in this country and send 
prices even higher. 


Gustavo Lobo jr., president of 


the New York Coffee and Sugar 
exchange, said in a statement pre- 
pared for the senate agriculture 
committee that restrictions on cof- 
fee trading in the United States 
might divert shipments to other 
world areas of heavy demand. For 
example, he said consumption is 
increasing in West German^, 
where the retail price is now $3 
I pound. 


Demand Action 


Demands for various kinds of 


action have arisen in the United 
States, with coffee going past the 
$1 a pound mark and up to 15 cents 
a cup in some restaurants. 


Lobo told the senators that the 


coffee exchange, while convinced 
that regulation is not advisable, 
nevertheless would cooperate in 
every way if congress decides 
government supervision "can in 
any way increase the world supply 
of coffee, or aid in any way in 
bringing about lower prices for the 
American consumer." 


The senate committee is consid- 


ering legislation by Sen. Gillette 
(D-Iowa) which would authorize 
government supervision of coffee 
trading similar to that now operat- 
ing over trading in wheat, cotton, 
corn and other commodities. 


Chairman Aiken (R-Vt) of the 


commute made public a letter 
from the Agriculture department 
4ndorsing the proposed supervi- 
sion. 


Warn of Rise 


Gillette disclosed that an uniden- 


tified "firm of coffee brokers on 
Front street in New York City" 
had warned him last July 30 that 
retail coffee prices would climb 
to above a dollar a pound. 


This firm, Gillette said, wrote 


that Brazilian 
interests were 


forcing up coffee prices here by 
buying contracts for future deliv- 
ery. 


"It appears that Brazil is buying 


our future market with our own 
money and making this fictitious 
rise, which will be borne by every 
coffee consumer in our country," 
he said.

Dismiss Drunken Driving 
Charge Against Dixon Man 


Bales Switches to License Charge 
When Attorney Cites Discrepancies 


Lee county State's Att. James Bales today dismissed an information 


against Charles O. Tuttle, 43, Rt. 1, Dixon, charged with driving while 
under the influence of intoxicating liquors. 


Bales said he did so on the 


grounds that, while there was prob- 
able cause for Tuttle's arrest, it 
was later discovered no one actual- 
ly saw him driving. 


However, Bales today filed an- 


other information charging Tuttle 
with driving without an operator's 
license on'the same day he was ar- 
rested on the drunk driving charge. 


On Jan. 16, at 5 p.m., Tuttle was 


arrested by Dixon Police Chief 
Frank Tyne and Lee county Shenff 
John Stouffer on & charge of leav- 
ing the scene of an accident in 
which he ran into a parked car and 
then knocked down a barricade on 
Peoria avenue between Fourth and 
Fifth streets. 


Pleaded Guilty 


Tuttle pleaded guilty to the 


charge and was fined $25 and costs 
by a Dixon justice of the peace. 


This incident is the basis for 


Bales' latest charge that Tuttle 
had no driver's license on Jan. 16, 
since it was revoked for 30 days on 
Feb. 27,1953, and'was not renewed. 


After his hearing on Jan. 16, Tut- 


tle was released and later picked 
up at 9:20 p.m. at his home by 
Dixon Police Officers John Wood- 
yatt and Ernest Smallwood for al- 
legedly driving through the same 
barricade again. 


Charged this time with driving 


while under the influence of .in- 
toxicating liquors, he was released 
on $1,000 bond.after his case was 
comnued in Lee county court.

Knowland 


Compromise Fails 
But GOP Leader 
Still Optimistic 
WASHINGTON UP)--Sen. 


Knowland (R-Calif) said to- 
day that despite consistent 
failure thus far to reach any 
compromise he believes the 
senate will pass a constitu- 
tional amendment on treaty 
powers. 


Knowland, the GOP floor leader, 


told a news conference he has 
come up with new language to be 
submitted to Sen. Bricker (R-Ohio) 
but hasn't any certainty it will be 
acceptable. 


Bricker has proposed an amend- 


ment which President Eisenhower 
said would hamper his conduct of 
relations with other nations and 
give the states power to "repudi- 
ate" treaties. Bricker has denied 
his proposal would have any such 
effect. 


_ Asked if there .was a .growing 
possibility that Bricker's proposal 
would be sent back to the senate 
judiciary committee, as proposed 
by Sen. Morse (Ind-Ore), Know- 
land said he didn't think so. 


"I think an amendment to the 


constitution will be passed," he 
said. 


Knowland, who has been alter- 


nately optimistic and pessimistic 
about a compromise complained 
that he has had difficulty in get- 
ting any meeting of minds between 
Bricker 
adherents 
and 
White 


House officials on the legal terms 
of a proposed compromise which 
Bricker has accepted and to which 
State and Justice department aides 
raised objections.

Secretary of 
State Replies 
To Molotov 


One-Man Rule Poses 
Real Threat; Recalls 
M olotov's Statement 
BERLIN UP)—Secretary of 


State Dulles told the Big 
Four foreign ministers con- 
ference today the Soviet bloc 
and its one-man rule is the 
real danger to world peace, 
not the Western defensive al- 
liance. 


This was the American states- 


man's answer to Soviet Minister 
Molotov's charges that the West- 
ern powers are promoting war in 
trying to unify Germany within 
the family of European nations. 


In stinging language, Dulles 


hurled 
Molotov's own words— 


spoken after the 1939 Nazi-Com- 
munist partition of Poland—back 
at him. At that time, with Moscow 
and Berlin in a booty-hungry part- 
nership, Molotov called it "not 
only senseless but criminal" for 
the Western nations to war against 
Hitler. 


He's Wrong Now 


Molotov, in challenging the West- 


ern world's motives about peace 
now, is just as wrong today as he 
was then, Dulles asserted. 


The secretary led the Western 


broadside against the Russian as 
a retort to Molotov's unyielding 
position Monday. Molotov had 
stressed that Russia would settle 
only for a neutral Germany unable 
to have any link with the West 
and saddled with Communist in- 
fluence. 


Said Dulles: 
"Perhaps Mr. Molotov would ad- 


mit that he then (m 1939) made a 
mistake—we all make mistakes. 
That fact should lead us not to be 
so confident of our judgment that 
we throw across the table accusa- 
tions of criminal intent." 


Dulles said Molotov had "ac- 


cused us Monday of being the ene- 
mies of peace." 


Greatest Danger 


"The greatest danger to world 


peace," Dulles said, ''lies in the 
fact that in some cases a vast 
military 
establishment can 
be 


made to attack by the decision of 
a single nation, sometimes by the 
decision of a single man. That is 
a situation that is understandably 
terrifying." 


He left no doubt that he was 


talking about the monolithic Soviet 
regime. 


Dulles lit into the Russian's de- 


mand for East German Commu- 
nist participation in any all-Ger- 
man deal and declared the Soviet 
zone Red regime had been imposed 
on 18 million helpless people. What 
more proof does one need, he said, 
than the fact that a million East 
Germans have fled West since th* 
last so-called east zone "elections" 
in 1950. 


One Guard for 80 


"In the eastern area there is 


an armed force of 250,000 to keep 
order, he continued. "That is one 
guard for 80 persons. In West Ger- 
many there is one policeman for 
330 persons. Does this shocking 
discrepancy prove that the East 
Germans freely accept the order 
that their rulers impose?" > 


The essence of Soviet proposals 


for Germany is that the Big Four 
should accept the East German re- 
gime as a principal instrument for 
solving 
the 
German problem, 


Dulles said, but "we cannot accept 
that position." 


He urged Molotov to "agree to 


create quickly by free, all-German 
elections a German government 
which can genuinely speak for all 
of Germany." 


Dulles then recalled that Molotov 


had charged that the United States 
congress had appropriated 100 mil- 
lion dollars for "subversive activ- 
ities within the Soviet satellite 
countries." 


Dulles said this had been reject- 


ed when Russia raised it in th* 
United Nations and "I refute it 
again as being totally untrue."

Switchmen

BUFFALO, N. Y. W— The AFL 


Switchmen's Union of North Amer- 
ica says it is taking a strike vote 
against five large railroads and 
several smaller ones in support of 
a 40-cent an hour wage increase. 


The union said it had rejected 


an offer from the railroads of a 
five cent an hour increase plus 
"slight improvements" in vaca- 
tions. 


W. A. Fleete, international pres-

CHICAGO (JV—Four scientists us- 


ing an atomic yardstick to meas- 
ure time have pushed the origin 
of the earth back to at least 4^ 
billion years ago. 


This is the oldest date yet ob- 


tained by analyzing elements in 
the solar system. 


However, there is evidence that 


for some two billion years of its 
existence, the earth's surface was 
_not solid as it is today, but was 
molten or in some other diffuse 
nonsolid state. 


Based On Lead 


The studies were based on two 


slightly different kinds of lead 
found 
in meteorites—the small 


bodies which scientists say were 
formed in the same nuclear up- 
heaval that produced the earth. 


The lead once %vas uranium, a 


substance. that loses its radio- 
activity at a known rate in a de- 
caying process. However, there are 
at least two kinds of isotopes in 
natural uranium, differing slightly 
in weight.

MARSHALL, Tex. W—Rebuffed 


by the Supreme Court, Marshall's 
rebellious housewives say by gum 
they're still not paying social se- 
curity taxes on wages of domestic 
servants. 


In their first move since the 


Supreme Court refused to hear 
their appeal from adverse lower 
court decisions, the housewives 
Saturday fired off a letter to In- 
ternal Revenue Commissioner T. 
Coleman Andrews. 


They told him they are again 


filing quarterly income tax reports 
but are making no payments and 
charged the courts have based their 
rulings on tax law instead of con- 
stitutional law. 


The housewives argue they can- 


not constitutionally be forced to 
serve as tax collectors. Their lead- 
er, Mrs. Carolyn Abney, told re- 
porters, "We have been given a 
judicial runaround." 


Several times internal revenue 


agents have tapped the women's 
bank accounts for enough money 
to cover the tax they claim is due. 


The different rate at whcih the

A comparison of the ratio of the 


two kinds of lead present reveals 
the age of the sample. The higher 
the proportion of lead 206, the old- 
er the sample. 


The study of the lead atoms was 


made on the University of Chica- 
go's mass spectrometers by Claire 
Pattemson and Harrison Brown,

Dealer Warns U.S. Meddling 
May Send Coffee Price Higher 


Trading May 
Shift, Probe 
Group Told 


Restrictions Would 
Divert Shipments to 
Other World Marts 


WASHINGTON 
UP) — A 


New York coffee dealer told 
senators today that govern- 
ment regulation of coffee 
trading might cut down sup- 
plies in this country and send 
prices even higher. 


Gustavo Lobo jr., president of 


the New York Coffee and Sugar 
exchange, said in a statement pre- 
pared for the senate agriculture 
committee that restrictions on cof- 
fee trading in the United States 
might divert shipments to other 
world areas of heavy demand. For 
example, he said consumption is 
increasing in West German^, 
where the retail price is now $3 
a pound. 


Demand Action 


Demands for various kinds of 


action have arisen in the United 
State*, with coffee going past the 
$1 a pound mark and up to 15 cents 
a cup in some restaurants. 


Lobo told the senators that the 


coffee exchange, while convinced 
that regulation is not advisable, 
nevertheless would cooperate in 
every way 
If congress decides 


government supervision "can in 
any way increase the world supply 
of coffee, or aid in any way in 
bringing about lower prices for the 
American consumer." 


The senate committee is consid- 


ering legislation by Sen. Gillette 
(D-Iowa) which would authorize 
government supervision of coffee 
trading similar to that now operat- 
ing over trading in wheat, cotton, 
corn and other commodities. 


Chairman Aiken (R-Vt) of the 


committe made public a letter 
from the Agriculture department 
4ndorsing the proposed supervi- 
sion. 


Warn of Rise 


Gillette disclosed that an uniden- 


tified "firm of coffee brokers on 
Front street in New York City" 
had warned him last July 30 that 
retail coffee prices would climb 
to above a dollar a pound. 


This firm, Gillette said, wrote 


that 
Brazilian 
interests were 


forcing up coffee prices here by 
buying contracts for future deliv- 
ery. 


"It appears that Brazil is buying 


our future market with our own 
money and making this fictitious 
rise, which will be borne by every 
coffee consumer in our country," 
he said.

Pleaded Guilty 


Tuttle pleaded guilty to the 


charge and was fined $25 and costs 
by a Dixon justice of the peace. 


This incident is the basis for 


Bales' latest charge that Tuttle 
had no driver's license on Jan. 16, 
since it was revoked for 30 days on 
Feb. 27,1953, and'was not renewed. 


After his hearing on Jan. 16, Tut- 


tle was released and later picked 
up at 9:20 p.m. at his home by 
Dixon Police Officers John Wood- 
yatt and Ernest Smallwood for al- 
legedly driving through the same 
barricade again. 


Charged this time with driving 


while under the influence of ,in- 
toxicating liquors, he was released 
on $1,000 bond after his case was 
coninued in Lee county court.

To Molotov 


One-Man Rule Poses 
Real Threat; Recalls 
Molotov's Statement 
BERLIN ta>>—Secretary of 


State Dulles told the Big 
Four foreign ministers con- 
ference today the Soviet bloc 
and its one-man rule is the 
real danger to world peace, 
not the Western defensive al- 
liance. 


This was the American states- 


man's answer to Soviet Minister 
Molotov's charges that the West- 
ern powers are promoting war in 
trying to unify Germany within, 
the family of European nations. 


In stinging language, Dulles 


hurled 
Molotov's 
own words— 


spoken' after the 1939 Nazi-Com- 
munist partition of Poland—back 
at him. At that time, with Moscow 
and Berlin in a booty-hungry part- 
nership, Molotov called it 
"not 


only senseless but criminal" for 
the Western nations to war against 
Hitler. 


He's Wrong Now 


Molotov, ia challenging the West- 


ern world's motives about peace 
now, is just as wrong today as he 
was then, Dulles asserted. 


The secretary led the Western 


broadside against the Russian as 
a retort to Molotov's unyielding 
position Monday. Molotov had 
stressed that Russia would settle 
only for a neutral Germany unable 
to have any link with the West 
and saddled, with Communist in- 
fluence. 


Said Dulles: 
"Perhaps Mr. Molotov would ad- 


mit that he then (in 1939) made a 
'mistake—we all make mistakes. 
That fact should lead us not to be 
so confident of our judgment that 
we throw across the table accusa- 
tions of criminal intent." 


Dulles said Molotov had "ac- 


cused ua Monday of being the ene- 
mies of peace." 


Greatest Danger 


"The greatest danger to world 


peace," Dulles said, ''lies in the 
fact that in some cases a vast 
military establishment 
can 
be 


made to attack by the decision of 
a single nation, sometimes by the 
decision of a single man. That is 
a situation that is understandably 
terrifying." 


He left no doubt that he was 


talking about the monolithic Soviet 
regime. 


Dulles lit into the Russian's de- 


mand for East German Commu- 
nist participation in any all-Ger- 
man deal cuiu declared the Soviet 
zone Red regime had been imposed 
on 18 million helpless people. What 
more proof does one need, he said, 
than the fact that a million East 
Germans have fled West since the 
last so-called east zone "elections" 
in 1950. 


One Guard for MO 


"In the eastern area there is 


an armed force of 250,000 to keep 
order, he continued. "That is one 
guard for 80 persons. In West Ger- 
many there is one policeman for 
330 persons. Does this shocking 
discrepancy prove that the East 
Germans freely accept the order 
that their rulers impose?" 
> 


The essence of Soviet proposals 


for Germany is that the Big Four 
should accept the East German re- 
gime as a principal instrument for 
solving 
the 
German 
problem, 


Dulles said, but "we cannot accept 
that position." 


He urged Molotov to "agree to 


create quickly by free, all-German 
elections a German government 
which can genuinely speak for all 
of Germany." 


Dulles then recalled that Molotov 


had charged that the United States 
congress had appropriated 100 mil- 
lion dollars for "subversive activ- 
ities within the Soviet satellite 
countries." 


Dulles said this had been reject- 


ed when Russia raised it in th* 
United Nations and "I refute U 
again as being totally untrue."

Contrary to the widely held 


opinioiTthat fertilizer "burns up" 
crop* in a dry year, balanced fer- 
tilizer* applied according to soil 
teat in University of Missouri trials 
laat cummer actually substituted 
for rain and increased yields. 


Soils men at Missouri had a real 


drouth to work with. Less than five 
inches of rain' fell in the growing 
season. 


Here are some important things 


reported by Capper's Farmer that 
George E. Smith and his co-work- 
ers have learned: 


1: Fertilizers save water. Corn 


on soil low in fertility used 21,000 
gallons) of water to produce one 
bushel. On the same soil, where 
fertilizer was applied as indicated 
by soil test, only 5,600 gallons a 
bushel was needed. Yield on the 
unfertilized area was 20 bushels 
compared to 80 after fertilization. 


Soil under unfertilized corn con- 


tained 4.5 inches of unused but 
available water, Smith relates, 
while properly treated soil had 
only 1.05 inches. Ipwa soils men 
noticed this same condition on 
Edina soils in that state. 


What was the reason? Corn on 


low fertility soil didn't develop a 
sufficient root system to absorb 
subsoil moisture, states Smith, 


2. Fertilizer makes more pro- 


tein. Adequate fertilization raised 
the protein ' content of grain, in 
many tests, from about 7 to about 
10 per cent. 


3. Fertilizer makes more shelled 


corn. Complete soil treatments, 
which boosted 1953 yields from 20 
or 30 bushels to 60 to 100 bushels, 
also increased shelling percentage 
5 per cent, Smith points out. At 
$1.40 a bushel, each 100 bushels of 
ear corn from the fertile fields 
contained $8.75 more shelled corn. 


4. Fertilizer makes better silage, 


stock pasture. Usual com stover 
runs 2 or 3 per cent protein, but 
complete soil treatment, which 
included heavy nitrogen applica- 
tion, increased crude protein con- 
tent to 6.5 per cent. This is almost 
as high as some grass hays.

Our Land Must Not Become Nation 


of Amateur Snoops 


In it* unrelenting search for spies and active subver 


gives, the FBI relies heavily upon its own numerous mvesti- 
cators But it also draws upon information furnished by a 
wide variety of outside sources, including, anonymous tip- 


The FBI welcomes this material, even though it has 


learned from long experience that a substantial part of it is 
of no value at all. The agency runs down every lead, for it 
never knows when one will prove productive. 
It would be unwise to discourage the individual effort 


behind this voluntary reporting which occasionally leads to 
pay dirt. Internal security demands the sort of vigilance 
that cornea only from many eyes and ears. 
Yet it is something else for organizations, however pa 


triotic in membership and motive, to instruct their members 


"fr as a group to act as amateur deputies of the FBI. 


The Veterans of Foreign Wars is doing just that. It 


gays all its members have been urged to hand the FBI names 
of people they think might be Communists. 


The VFW's long-standing directive to this effect came 


to light when it was disclosed that a VFW post in Norwalk 
Conn., is supplying the FBI with names and addresses of 
residents deemed to be "Communistic." 
For one thing, in the present tense age, the label "Com- 


munist" is often very loosely applied, especially by people 
who in well-meaning eagerness believe that they are better 
qualified than some to detect danger at a considerable dis- 
tance.Secondly, it is not illegal to be a Communist in this 
country todays It is illegal to be a spy, or to teach and 
advocate the overthrow of the U. S. government. So merely 
establishing that a person is a Communist, or a sympathizer 
does not put an automatic criminal taint upon him. 


For information to be of any real value to the FBI, it 


must prove or pointedly indicate that a person is a spy or a 
plotting subversive. But that kind of evidence is not readily 
picked- up by listening; to drugstore conversations, noting 
what books a man keeps on his shelves, or noting that a fel- 
low befriends another who once voted for Socialist Norman 
Thomas.

Herbert Philbrick, author of "I Led Three Lives," had 


to serve long years, as an actual member of the Communist 
party to get the kind of -evidence that would really nail down 
dangerous Communists. In the strictest sense, he was a 
trained agent. 


Outside information, as we have said, can be important. 


But the occasional useful tip is not worth the price of con- 
verting whole communities into armies of amateur espionage 
agents. 


In Russia, no man dare trust his neighbor. Everyone is 


spied upon, and everyone knows it. The only safe place to 
say what you think is "in the open air, with no one around. 
This is true from the lowest level to the very top of the 
Kremlin hierarchy. 


In America we have long since had done with vigilante 


squads. Few citizens who think deeply about their unique 
American freedoms will relish the idea of organized spy sys- 
tems;—unprofessional at that—reaching into every street in 
every community across the land.

CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Dominican Republic—As a change of pace 


from my expressions of innocent amazement over the miracles wrought 
by Generalissimo Trujillo. a title whose grandeur always makes me 
smcker, I should like to trace my progress to this fictional realm in 
the Caribbean, starting from Brooklyn on a cold day just before 
Christmas. 
I had never sailed on a freighter so when Harry Klem- 


fuss, once of the New York Daily News and now public relations 
agent of the Dominican Republic, said he could fix me up aboard the 
S. S. Frances of the BullTane. a 10,000-ton ship carrying automobiles, 


radios, iceboxes and thousands of crates of eggs and 
beer to Puerto Rico and Domingo, I was glad to 
get away. -Harry is the press agent who put over 
the colossal Rudy Valentino funeral for Campbell's 
undertaking plant in New York, an incongruous 
feat by a man so quiet and correct, which somehow 
snowballed into a historic emotional episode in the 
life of New York. 


I had lost track of Harry Klemfuss for years, 


but by coincidence we met again and in a few days 
Chief Inspector Conrad Rothengast, since retired 
from the New York police department, drove us 


over to Brooklyn not for any apprehension over the picket-lines of Joe 
Ryan's longshoremen, but because Mr. Rothengast had made the same 
voyage himself several times. He is a friend of Captain M. G. Flem- 
ing, who lives in Summit, N. J., and, for his retirement* plans not 
the conventional chicken-farm of ship-masters and police reporters 
but a mom and pop store in some non-existent dream town to sell 
candy bars to wet-nosed little kids and to go broke selling cereal, 
canned stuff and an inventory of comics and detective magazines. 


Captain Fleming said he would hug the coast as far as Hatteras 


because we had aboard us just forward of the bridge and the quarters 
of the captain and passengers a 40-ton yacht belonging to Laurence 
Rockefeller, who ships this glorified soap-dish down every winter, 
accompanied by his skipper, Thomas Taxter and his wife, Dorothea, a 
very pretty young woman, and Charles Karr, the engineer. The yacht 
had been towed down from Tarrytown in her own cradle and hoisted 
aboard by t± 50-ton crane, at a cost of thousands. Shoreside carpen- 
ters were bracing her with timbers and when they finally had her 
secure we were two hours late getting into the stream. 


The sea was moderate all the 


way down, but the next time the 
Frances came to Trujillo, Captain 
Fleming told us that she had rolled 
as much as 40 degrees for about 48 
hours. I said that was almost aa 
far as a ship could go and come 
back, but the captain said that old 
theory blew up when the Flying 
Enterprise lay on her side for days 
before she filled and sank. 


We made San Juan, Dec. 23 and 


I gave ungrudging credit to the 
longshoremen, who are. I under- 
stand, Joe Ryan's subjects, as they 
tore away the lumber from Rocke- 
feller's tov and, with extreme deli- 
cacy, hoisted her over the side and 
set her gently in the water where 
a tug waited to haul her some- 
where. 
Rockefeller Uses her to 


snatch fish by the face around 
Trinidad, 
but she has 
barely 


enough cruising radius to cross a 
bathub. They would be unloading 
all night with the winches going 
and men calling: so we went ashore 
to the Canbe Hilton, a bizarre and 
very expensive resort hotel with 
beautiful swimming pools and 
roulette layout. 


Puerto Rico is an expensive 


ward of the United States and 
rather more troublesome than less 
because, for one reason, her equiv< 
alent of the western Oakies and 
Arkies have been taught by the 


"That's My Boy!" 


Communist and Roosevelt-Truman 
incitation that they are under-priv- 
ileged and not accountable for be- 
havior that would land better peo- 
ple in prison. The superior types 
affect a supercilious embarrass- 
ment over this troublesome ele- 
ment but they themselves are a 
liability to the productive Ameri- 
can taxpayerr, living on subsidies 
and producing only a deficit for 
our country. A sharp contrast is 
seen when you come into cuidad 
Trujillo where work is the habit of 
the people, who have pnde in their 
independence, responsibility and 
achievement with the gismo shin- 
ing like a national radiance above 
all.* 


We tied loose from San Juan 


about midnight Christmas Eve 
with rockets arching against the 
sky and ran west and south to 
Mayaguez to drop off more caVs, 
tractors and eggs. I toured a slum 
area there rather against the pur- 
pose of a Mr. Cummings, the agent 
of the Bull Line, who preferred to 
show me the home of the richest 
man in town, a brew who, like Jake 
Ruppert of old in New York, subsi- 
dizes the local professional ball 
club. 


The slum area certainly is not 


appetizing but is clean and much 
preferable to the horrid hutches 
to which a couple of hundred thou- 
sand Puerto Ricans have been en 
ticed in the City of New York for 
no pther purpose than political ex- 
ploitation, mainly by the Commu- 
nists 


And even in those slums there 


was a sharply noticeable absence 
of the revolting filth of thousands 
of dogs which fouls the streets of 
New York with no paper daring 
to raise a protest for fear of losing 
the dog-owners' circulation. 


Observing that on* slum street 


was named for General Pedro Del 
Valle, I asked Mr. Cummings if that 
was my friend-of the Marine Corps 
He said yes. I gathered that the 
General was a Puerto Rican 
which was news to me. This was 
Christmas day in Mayaguez.and 
we had a little tree in the dining 
room and got away that night for 
Trujillo, arriving at « a. m. 


The Dominican government and 


some of the people are moroM at 
us for discriminating against them 
and in favor of Puerto Rico and 
Cuba in the price of sugar and the 
amount that we will accept from 
them at the premium price. Such 
emotions flicker and flam* M con' 
ditions change, but the Cubans are 
in a general way, regarded a* cyn- 
ical opportunist*.

"The children constantly compete for my sister'* 
attention. Though it worries her, she says she can't do anything about 
their intense jealousy of her. She says she can't help it if the means 
the world to each of them ..."

Perhaps Mrs. B. doesn't want to discourage the competition. Per- 


haps she enjoys playing Queen of Love, and Beauty to her two young 
sons. If so, her pleasure is unrealistic. 


For though her boys' jealousy of her may seem flattering, it is 


really not complimentary. 


We are not loved, but deeply resented by people whom we torment 


with uncertainty about our feelings for them. The tormented people 
think they need us for some reason or they wouldn't put up with us. 


A young son who needs his mother, pulled between the need and 


his resentment of her, might become confused very easily—and develop 
the idea that he resented his older brother. 


That idea would be more tolerable than knowing he resented his 


Queen of Love and Beauty. He couldn't know that—and live with him- 
self. 


But to resent the brother to whom the lady gives the larger slice 


of cake—ah, that's our child admirer's answer. By giving his brother 
a shove, he can discharge the resentment at the lady by fighting some- 
body else. 


• If Mrs. B. can see that resentment and not love motivates this 


jousting for her favors, she may try to' discourage it, instead of ac- 
cepting it passively. And like a mother rather than Queen Guinevere, 
she may help these two children begin to focus their resentment on the 
person who actually deserves It. 


May I urge her to recall her. own experiences with jealousy? Did 


she really admire'Mr. B. when he dated another girl before his mar- 
riage? Did she love him for tormenting her with uncertainty about 
his feelings for her? I doubt it. I expect she resented him even more 
deeply than she resented the other girl. 


So let her remember what this competition really .means when 


trouble begins over a larger slice of cake. And in effect say to her son, 
"Why 
do you push Bill if you're really mad at me for giving him the 


bigger piece of cake? It is not bigger because I love him bigger than 
you. 
He didn't have the cake for lunch; you did." 


It would certainly be nice if Mr. B. could spend more time at home. 


For the problem here may not be his children's jealousy, but their 
mother's need for his attention and companionship.

a day aet aside for thought about 
the dental health of youngsters 
throughout the United States. 


Dental health is not an accident, 


at least not to 90 per cent of the 
children in this country. 


It requires effort on the part of 


parents to see that their young 
slers receive an adequate diet, 
participate in a home oral hygiene 
program and have regular appoint 
ments with their dentist. ' 


Dental health cannot be placed 


on a one-day basis. To be a sue 
cess, it must be an everyday prac- 
tice. 


Dental Health Villain 


The number one villain in dental 


health is sugar. Some dental sci 
entists declare that if America's 
sweet tooth grows much larger, it 
may become * nation without 
teeth. 


A child who nibbles on sweets 


five or six times a day invites dis- 
eased 
teeth. 
If 
between-meal- 


snacks are necessary, fresh fruits, 
popcorn, nuts, or potato chips can 
be substituted for sweets. 


The dental and medical profes- 


sions contend that too much in- 
dulgence in sweets not only is 
harmful to dental health, but when 
sweets take the place of more 
necessary and nutritious foods, the 
child's general health suffers. 


Mouth Hygiene 


Ordinary m o u t h 
hygiene is 


enough to require that the teeth 
be kept clean. Proper tooth brush- 
ing after eating, as explained by 
your family dentist, removes most 
of the sticky foods that cling to the 
teeth and massages the gums, 
giving them better circulation and 
a more healthy firmness. 


Cleanliness alone is not sufficient 


to preserve teeth, and even with 
a well supervised tooth brushing 
program, dental defects develop. 
Regular visits to your dentist, 
every six months or year, as your 
dentist deems advisable, enables 
him to detect the beginning of 
tooth decay and repair can be in- 
stigated before extensive damage 
has been done. 


Decay Victims 


The first of the child's teeth 


most susceptible to decay are the 
grinding (or back) teeth. The ear- 
ly loss of these teeth results in the 
inability of the child to properly 
chew food, and often the following 
permanent teeth erupt in abnormal 
position. 


If decay is allowed to continue 


there may result an infection of 
the pulp (nerve and blood portion) 
of the tooth. This gives an avenue 
of entrance into the body of in- 
jurious bacteria, and abscesses at 
ihe roots of the decayed teeth may 
form. 


The poisons of the bacteria and 


even the germs themselves from 
such an abscess must either drain 
nto the mouth by forming gum- 
boils or be absorbed into the blood 
stream and carried all over the 
body. 


The mouth is the beginning of 


the digestive system and should 
receive all the attention and care 
hat can be provided. 


Dixon's Record 


The dental health activity of the 


Dixon township schools, as report- 
ed by Mrs. Gertrude W. Crawford, 


R.N., shows a loo per cent dental 
examination of the elementary 
students by the Dental Society of 
Dixon, with 2,835 receiving exam- 
inations and 1,865 having had cor- 
rective dental treatment during 
the past year. 


There were 574 student* of the 


Dixon high school who received 
X-rays of their posterior teeth in 
the Bite-Wing X-ray survey. These 
X-ray cards, after being signed by 
the student's dentist, must be re- 
turned to the high school in order 
to be credited to the student1! 
health record. 


The dental examination of this 


year, conducted by the Dixon Den- 
tal society, will be announced in 
either March or April. 


The dental health activity of Lee 


county, as carried out by the Lee 
County Health department, includ- 
ed an examination of students, first 
through eighth grades. A written 
notice was sent to the parents of 
the findings. Eighty-seven per cent 
of the first grade students received 
four topical applications of sodium 
fluoride as a preventive measure 
to lessen tooth decay. About 361 
county high school students were 
included in the 1953 Bite-Wing X- 
ray survey. 


The Lee County Health depart- 


ment dental clinic, 123 E. First St., 
Dixon, handled 313 patient visits 
with 393 permanent restorations 
being placed, 39 extractions, and 
21 miscellaneous treatment. 


These patients were referred by 


their family dentist, the school 
authorities and the public health 
nurse of the area. 


It is the care that teeth receive 


during childhood that determines 
o a large degree an individual's 
dental health throughout his life.

An American source who cannot 


be identified said Monday Rasto- 
vorov asked the United States for 
political asylum and probably is 
no longer in Japan. He could be 
on the American military base of 
Okinawa or even en route to the 
United States. 


Rastovorov presumably knows 


valuable information of Russian 
plans and espionage in the Far 
East. 


Russian officials went to Japan- 


ese police again today with their 
charges of kidnaping and aiked 
for continued search. 


The U. S. Embassy and the Far 


East Command both have denied 
knowledge on how Rastovorov dis- 
appeared Jan. 24. 


But a third U. S. unit, the Cen- 


tral Intelligence Agency, has not 
been available for comment. 


Rastovorov disappeared the day 


before the missions says he was 
scheduled to return to Moscow.

Pigs for a Good 
Start This Spring

H. G. Ruawll, *xtenrion live- 


stocIT specialist at the University 
of Illinois college of agriculture, 
says you can feed a combination 
of hulled or rolled oats and pro- 
tein-supplement pellets containing 
sugar. Or you can feed coarsely 
ground shelled corn and a regular 
dry-lot supplement in the creep. 


Feed sows, after farrowing, all 


they can eat of a good ration that 
contains 14 per cent protein in dry- 
lot, Russell suggests. The protein 
percentage in the ration can drop 
to 12 per cent if the sows are on 
pasture. 


You can also give your pigs a 


healthy boost by feeding bred 
sows and gilts properly before far- 
rowing. They need about l& 
pounds of protein supplement a 
day in their ration. Gilts will need 
15 per cent protein, while BOWS 
will do all right on 14 per cent 
protein. 


Self-feeders are efficient and al- 


so save labor when pigs are wean- 
ed. You can use them to full-feed 
early .spring pigs. You can also 
self-feed May and June pigs to 
75 pounds in weight, and then you 
can save feed coat by hand-feed- 
ing them a limited grain ration on 
pasture. 
Handy Yardstick 


The handyman can save himself 


time and steps by nailing a yard- 
stick to his work bench, reports 
Successful Farming Magazine. He 
can measure bolts or rods by 
holding them over the stationary 
stick. This saves taking time to 
reach for the stick or sometimes 
leaving the job to look for the 
stick, A yardstick secured to the 
bench can be a definite aid when 
both hands are occupied.
